14 the propristors equally responsible with
the persons who make the sale &4 accesso-

Judge Martln announced after the hsar-
ing that there was no evidencs upon which
to revoke Buckiey's llcense.

"*Thers I8 apparently no attempt to evade
the law here,’ he sald. "The system of
checks in all right, as It only simplifies the
cash sals of liguor, and Mr Buckley as-
sumes all responsibility for every sale. He
apparently ia trylng to prevent any attempt
to evado tha law In his place.”

Buckley drew up a new set of rulea for
gonduecting his establishment, which were
satisfactory Lo Abbott. representing the

In the course of an investigation con-
ducted In this clty by the vigllance com-
mittes of FPhlladelphia, |t was ancer-
tained that soldiers and sallors have been
going from here to Camden. N. J. for
the purpose of obtaining lguor, This
altuation s due to the enforcement in
Philadelphla of the Federal law forhid-
ding the sale of Intoxicants to men In
uniform

Such o sale Is a vielation of section 12,
of the selective servica act, the provisions
of which you are undoubtedly familiar
with

The civil authoritiea In thia elty co-
eperating with the Federal District At-
torney and public-spirited sgencles such
as this committes haye bean exerting eof-
forts to minimize and If possible prevent
altogether the sales to sallors and sol-
dlers. This work will bs nullified to a
degree If the men are able o cross the

Delaware River and there obtain what
in Philadelphia they are unabls to ptr-
chase. <

This commities respectfully urges—in
the event you have not done so already—
that you cause the head of your police
department to address a communication
to maloonkeepers, pointing out the dras
tie features of this law and advising them
that wstrict observance of {ts provisions
will be Insisted upon.

Miller was arrested Immediately and
taken to the Eleventh and Winter strests
statlon, where he waf searched, and, ac
enrding to Eisslman, ons package of migar
of milk, used to mix with raw heroln, two
packages of cocalne and twn packages of
raw herain were found.

Though there hpve besn several others
arrested In the Tenderloin accused of other
crimes and misdemeanors and "dope” found
In thelr possession, the pollee belleve that
thasa personm are only small urers, but
Miller Im suspected of being a desler.

strecta thérs are eleven men on duty in-
stead of fifteen. The same story i= had at
nearly all the other station houses

This condition has prevailed sinee July 15,
when Mayor Smith ordersd the police to
take over the guard duty which had been
done by the Natlonal Guard up to the time
orders were gent out for mobilization.
